That your memorialists have been informed that the same rail- 
road companies, through their agents and attorneys, are now 
endeavoring to obtain the passage by your honorable bodies, of an 
act to restore or confirm these selections canceled by said decision, 
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the intended effect of which is, to present to the honest and bona 
Jide settlers, the alternative of an abandonment of their land and 
improvements, or being driven into tedious and expensive litiga- 
tion with wealthy and powerful corpor ations to maintain the pos- 
session of them. 

Your memorialists, therefore, earnestly pray, that your honorable

` and sufferings that must of necessity ensue to the settler upon

ponies loose upon the fields of settlers; and, 

Wuereras, A continuance of such abuses will have a tendency 
to retard immigration, and will very soon lead to war and blood- 
shed between the abused white settlers and these lawless bands; 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we appeal to the general govern- 
ment for justice, and for the protection of our citizens from the 
abuses and outrages perpetrated by the ruthless hands of these 
untutored savages; and our senators and representatives in con-
